EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS 


SUBSECTIONS OF TITLE 5, UNITED STATES CODE, SECTION 552 

(b)(1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria established by an Executive order to be kept secret in the interest of national 

defense or foreign policy and (B) are in fact properly classified to such Executive order;

basis, and, in the case of record or information compiled by a criminal law enforcement authority in the course of a criminal 
investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security intelligence investigation, information furnished by a 
confidential source, ( E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions, or would 
disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could reasonably be expected to risk 
circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any individual; 

(b)(8) contained in or related to examination, operating, or condition reports prepared by, on behalf of, or for the use of an 
agency responsible for the regulation or supervision of financial institutions; or 

(b)(9) geological and geophysical information and data, including maps, concerning wells.

Miss Halle also referred to another matter involving the 
Secretary of Defense office where a security investigation was being 
conducted of a man who was being considered for employment in the 
Public Relations Office of that Department* The appointment allegedly 
was being held up because the applicant was reported to have performed 
a mock marriage ceremony in Greek language between two gold fish at a 

( New Tear's Eve party* Miss Halle was asked whether the FBI was mentioned 
in that connection and she said such was not the case* 

Miss Halle asked concerning the role of the FBI in subversive 
investigations of individuals being considered for employment and she 
was told that the FBI is a fact-finding agency which makes no recommenda- 
tions or evaluations as to qualifications, but merely reports the facts 
to the interested agency for their own consideration* It was pointed 
out to her that the FBI's Jurisdiction in these matters is defined by 
Federal law and by Presidential directives* 

Miss Halle said that our inquiry into the radio broadcast 
is evidence of Bureau efficiency* She expressed high regard for the 
Director whom she said she has met a few times*

was reared in Tennessee, secured a Rhodes scholarship, and attended 
Oxford University, receiving a Doctor’s ddgree in Political Theory, 
and now at the age of approximately fifty has an established reputation 
as a political theorist and student of political affairs of the 
British Enpire, At Harvard he is knofwn deservedly as brilliant 
political philosopher dealing in -Uie most nebulous of phraseology 
and able, nevertheless, to make the most complicated and abstruse 
inpracticalities sound reasoimbls and even sensible. He is a strong 
inberventionalist and has several times braved student boycotts to 
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defeM his belief that the United States should enter the ■mar at 
once on the British side* His lectures and courses are iwtorious 
among the Harvard students for their conplete lack of organization, 
incongniity, and disorderliness* His piA>lic lectwes, hovre ver* are 
often bril l-iantj especially if he has the subject at heart* C

In ai^proachlng 

them I decided not to elicit advise from my 

colleagues on the PreSs on how to proceed. I called 

the Soviets cold, asking, the operator for the Press 

Attache, She asked who I was and I said no one she 

knew but that I had an idea for a TV show that I would 

like to discuss with the Press Attache, She then 

put me., through to a Mr, Zinchuk who sugf'ested that I 

come over the following day aroung 11 in the morning. 

I keep all my engagements, in fairly detailed form and 
though I have the dates on subsequent meetings with 
Mr, Z- I find that I fprgot to record my first meeting 
and am unsure of the hour and day though I think it 
must have been late in September or early October, 
of 1949 • , • 


In the meantime, that December 19U9» ^ flew to India, 
Italy, Greece, France and Britian accomoanying the 
Herbert Ellistons oart of the way. He x^iaa aa you 
know the former Editor of the Washington Boat who 
ia now Sneritua since hia coronary thrombosis. 

I returned to V/aahington late in February. 

On "^oril 25, 1950 ^ lunched with members of the 
French Press and Mr Z at the Carleton Hotel, Hothihg 
of much interest was discussed tlihough Mr Z was much 
more talkative than he had been with me on my first 
interview with him in his office. I believe I wrote 
down some of that conversation in my notes that are 
in my house in Washington, 

The next meeting with Mr Z was on the 
evening of October 26, 1950 when some of the French 
Press invited him to a sunner oionic. On that occasion 
Mr Z. was subjected to some very tougn and merciless 
questioning and some nretty critical attacks, i'lihat 
was haooening to artists and musicians and writers 
under the Soviet regime- indeed science and what about 
Stalin who was becoming more and more God-like in 
a state that said it repudiated religion and the worshio 
of a human being? in an '‘egalitarian" state? Mr Z 
remained imnasslve and noised throughout the*J’debate . 

He snoke of the loneliness of the Soviets in Washington 
and how debilitating was the climate of Washington to 
oeonle* used to the north. I rerabmber asking him if he 
wasn't bery high up in the MKVD as he always arrived 
unaccomnanled t^hereas his colleagues alx^ays seemed to 
go about in pairs. He merely smiled. My French 
colleagues told me that on another occasion when they 
had invited some Soviet renresentatlves to a similar 
Picnic in the country they arrived with a chauffeur. 

When meal time arrived the French hosts suggested 
the chauffuer join them at table "in true Soviet 
"democratic" fashion". They were told off by the 
Soviet representatives saying it was impossible as it 
was the job of the chauffeur to keep constant vigilance 
over the carl ^ 

I next saw Mr Z for a moment at the 
next October Revolution Party- November ?th 1950. In 
the meantime I had told Mr, Walter Lippraan of ray 
impressions of Mr, Z, Walter said that during the 
tenure of Litvinov and his successor whose name 
escapes me, aa Ambassadors to the Soviet Embassy in 
Washington, he used to be invited to small as well 
as larger gatherings there. But, he said, in recent 
years he had been off their list,. He suggested that 
it might ^e profitable to invite him and Mr Z to 
lunch one time. Never thinking Mr Z would accept, 

I discovered that he would be pleased to come. 


This luncheon took nlace at my house with Mr Z, Mr Lipnman 
and one of the French Press. Since 'Mr Z' knew the 
presa of the French Agency, I frankly thought he 
would be more likely to come if I invited one of them. 

The conversation was rather slow and stiff at first 
but later warmed up^ wrote down some of what I 
could remember later in ray notes. I remember being 
impressed with how nobly, clearly and intelligently 
Wgiter nut ”our side”' of the debate. I remember 
their discussion of what might be the conditions under 
whichthe Russians might withdraw their troops from 
Surooe. Mr Lionman thought Mr Z a fairly intelligent 
young man and I think enjoyed the meeting. It was 
a relief to talk to one Russian who didn’t brazenly 
nut out the canned ^obiet line.. Ky chief continuing 
interest in MrZ was a feeling that he was a VIP and 
probably a too man. 

The last and final time that I saw Mr Z 
was on Jply 30, 19^0 when he Invited a few members 
of the Press to lunch at the Mayflower Hotel Just 
prior to his return to Russia, '^Ith him was a 
Mr Vavilov (I’m not sure that this name is right') whom 
I beliebe he introduced as his usccessor. He was 
nothing like as smart outwardly as Mr Z and ptrattled 
on like a school boy on how his wife had converted him 
to Communism. 

I remember also that at this period I told 
some of the conversations and remarks that I could 
remember hearing from Mr Z to a friend, Robert 
Hooker who was then a member of the Policy Planning 
Department of State. _ Referrai/cons 

I believe 1 told you over the telephone that 
I sent bo1;h the recent ChM'straas card from Mr Z' and 

another "Cristmas card” signed in ink by 

” Guy Burgess" to | a friend and old 

colleague of mine ai l I When I was in. Washington 

during those tx-jo days about ten days ago when Bernle 
and i tried to reach you- I also had occassion to 
talk to Allen Dulles about the two cards. He too 
knows about them. I do hone you can unravel the 
mystery of what I too k to be a morbid Joke of a 
crackPot, I wrote to i ~l that. to my knowledge I 
had never in ray life met a Guy Burgess. I could 
conceivably have met THE GB when he was attached 
to the British Smbassy in Washington at some big 
Snbassy -reception. , But, from the flamboyant 
descriptions we have all read and heard about the 
creature, I am sure I would have remembered him. 

I did know Donald McClain, as many of us did when he 
served under the late Dord Inverchanel who was then 
British Ambassador to the USA. Walter Bell who is 




now married to General Spaatz* daughter and-fse'rving 
with the British Foreign Office in India - or was, 
took me to the McClain's severM times, 

That winds uo my little chronicle whose 
main ouroose was to get advice on whether it would 
be wise - or orof itable to renew my acquaintance with 
Mr. 2, on my return to Washington late in February. 
Also, were I to answer his card, could I do so with 
irahuliity? 


We will have to have that oostooned cocktail 
with Bernie when we are all together next in Washington,

Leland Hayward. The reason for the request was not ^disclosed. 

In July, 19.‘51 Miss Katherine Murphy Halle, born 190.2 ih“ 
Cleveland, Ohio, broadcasted oyer a Detroit station a story 
under the caption “How Absurd Can We Get?," which was derogatory 
to the Bureau. In substance* she tdld a story how a Naval officer 
was selected for an imp'pirtant job which required an FBI security 
check. After Waiting six months the report indicated it was 


finally discovered that the FBI had held up clearance because > 
the officer, according to a college yearbook, had been bom under/ 
a radical sign. Miss Halle concluded her broadcasi byiSaying 
that the Naval officer had been kept from an important job 
’’until the foolishness was put straight," 


Subsequently Miss Halle was contacted and she indicated 
she had received the information from a source whom she did not 
identify and in the end turned out that it was pretty much of 
a figment of her imagination. She apologized and offered to set 
the m'^tet;^ straight in her next broadcast.
